OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


A Large Increase In Membership. Satisfac- 


tory Comparison of Figures. 


Superintendent Hall has completed the 


membership list of pupils in the public 
schools and the figures show a very satis- 
factory increase. The present attendance 
at the different schools is as follows: 


Drury high school, 187; Drury academy, 


primary and grammar grades, 617; Union 
street, 461; Church street, 425; Veazie 
street, 263; State street, 210; Braytonville, 
135; Beaver, 75; Walden district, 33; East 
Mountain school, 21; kindergarten, 84; 
Greylcck and Blackinton, 217. Total, 
2731. 


The increase as compared with last 


year's attendance is as follows: Drury 
academy, 77; Union, 64; Church, 96; Veazie, 
45; State, 50; Beaver, 22. 


The attendance at the evening schools 


is as follows: Drury, 434; Beaver, 50; 
Blackinton, 35; Greylock, 51; Brayton- 
ville, 30. Total 600. The membership 
last year was 482, with an average attend- 
ance of 317. The increased attendance in 
the public schools indicates an increase in 
the city's population of at least 2939.

LONDON, Oct. 17.—The London Globe 


this afternoon publishes a long jingo 
leader upon what it calls Sir Edward 
Clarkes, "111 timed and indiscreet re- 
marks," in declaring that "no honest, 
impartial arbritrator could decide in favor 
of England's claim in Venezuela upon 
evidence." The Globe aays: 


"It is simply astounding that he so 


greatly increased the difficulty of Salis- 
bury's diplomatic action by a pronounce- 
ment based on evidence which is still in- 
complete 
and 
prejudgement 
of a 


question upon which even the American 
commission has not arrived at a decision. 
Let us by all means conclude a general 
treaty of arbitration with the United 
States, but in regard to Venezuela, our 
policy must be direct negotiations. 


"The United States would not have tol- 


erated such affronts as Great Britain re- 
ceived from Venezuela, but our power of 
endurance has limits, which may be more 
quickly reached in regards to the United 
Slates than to Venezuela. While depre- 
ciating other than peaceful relations we 
certainly have less reason than America 
to dread them, and we shall not permit 
our rights to the disputed territory to be 
deflected a hair's bredth by Venezuela's 
obstinacy or American intervention." 


The St. James Gazatt, referring to dis- 


patches 
from 
Washington regarding 


Venezuela and expected recognition cf 
belligerency in Cuba, dwells upon what 
it terms "the amazing confidence of 
Americans," adding "we venture to con- 
sider Americans much in error in think, 
ing the Spanish will accept the interven- 
tion ia Cuba and lay down their arms." 


"On the contrary,'" the Gazette says, 


"they will fight for the last remnant of 
their greatness. 
We neither cm take it 


for granted they will be entire'y without 
support when they contend for the right 
to be treated as an independent power by 
America. Others are interested in seeing 
that the United States does not establish 
dominion in those seas. 
The Americans 


are also convinced, apparently, that Sir 
Julian Pauncefote returns with British 
surrender in his pocket."

HOLD FAST AS SOW HE ADVISES. 


There is no Room to Believe that Gold Has 


Appreciated 
to 
Great Extent. 


A Larger Confidence will Lift 


Our Burdens Greatly. 


The North Adams board of trade had 


one of the most profitable meetings of its 
history in Pythian hall Friday night. It 
was the ilr.it meeting of the season and 
woe a fine opening. About 200 prominent 
men were present and the opportunity 
they had of hearing Dr. Join Raacom of 
Williams college, on the money question 
was a very fortunate one indeed. The 
doctor gave a most lucid talk, covering 
the principles that underlie the present 
financial discussion. His thoughts were 
made so clear by apt illustrations that no 
one could fail to understand him and 
those who absorbed the most of what he 
said know a good deal of the philosophy 
of money. George M. Darby ia the ab- 
sence of E. S. Wilkinson, presided. 


Dr. Bascom said that we are situated 


differently with respect to values than 
moat other things in commerce. We have 
an exact standard of length and an exact 
standard of weight, but when we come to 
values we are situated differently. 
We 


have no absolute standard of value and 
can have none—it ia impossible in the 
nature of things. 
In ascertaining the 


fluctuation in values we are like on board 
as ship in a chopping sea. We cannot 
know our position with regard to vertical 
lines but we know that there is a point 
amid ship that is relatively firm. There is 
where in our currency we would be glad 
to have our measure of value and the 
fluctuations belike the rise or fall of the 
bow or stern above or below that point. 
We can only discuss value relatively. 


To show this relative consideration of 


values Dr. Bascom took wheat and gold 
and by means of a billiard cue poised at 
its centre showed how wheat might drop 
and gold remain stationery; how wheat 
might hold its position and gold go up, 
and how gold might go up a little and 
wheat fall a. little. 
Any ot thete three 


could bring wheat to wu it is termed sixty 
cents a bushel or any other price. With 
reference to this change of relation some 
men would say wheat has gone down and 
others would say gold has gone up 
The 


*aot remains that wheat has fallen with 
reierence to gold. In order to treat this 
condition we must know whether the 
gold has risen or the wheat fallen. But 
we can't know. All we can do is to rea- 
son, and the question is which is the 
soundest reasoning? 


There are three lines of argument we 


may pursue, said the doctor, with refer- 
cnce to this. First, if it can be shown 
that wheat has fallen that goes far to 
explain all. 
If it can be shown that 


there is an adequate cause for the fall m 
the price of wheat 
there is no rea- 


son for seeking another cause. We know 
there are excellent reasons for the fall in 
wheat. 
The United States has been 


giving farms away and railroad facilities 
have rapidly increased so the production 
of wheat is unusually large. Any man 
having knowledge of commerce might 
have anticipated that the market for 
wheat would run over. We say wheat 
must fall and when such a product begins 
to fall, the fall must be rapid. The same 
reasoning applies to machine products 
which have been largely increased through 
invention and pertinacity of industry. 


The second line of the doctor's argu. 


ment was to show that while some com- 
modities fall others go up and so the falj 
cannot bo attributed to an appreciation 
ot gold which would cause all to fall. He 
said about half have gone up and half 
have gone down and to make clear the 
relation of such change with reference to 
gold he used the striking illustration of a 
clothes reel, the hub representing gold 
and the arms commodities. If all the 
arms went one way, he said, we might 
reason that the hub had moved and caused 
the change, but if few of the arms go one 
way and a few another we may safely 
reason that thev have been moved inde- 
pendently of the hub. Of the things gone 
up Dr. Bascom instanced services, which 
constitute about halt of our expenditures 
This alone, he thought suflfaient to show 
gold has not gone up. 


The third line was an analysis of the 


argument of some men who claim that 
through the demonetization of silver our 
currency has been made smaller and 
that it having a. larger work to do prices 
go down. That would be sound if the 
facts corresponded to the argument. It 
is not true that our currency has been 
contracted for any length of time. 
On 


the other hand we have done all we could 
to innate that currency. We have bought 
silver and have been making our currency 
redundant. Our currency is far more 
abuneant than that of England and three 
times as much as of any silver using na. 
tion. 


The doctor considered the gradual ap- 


preciation and gradual depreciation of 
the standard and the result of inflation 
and high prices. He argued that wages 
would not rise 
as fast 
as commo- 


dities 
and 
inflation 
would 
be 


injurious 
to 
labor. 
He 
then 


asked what is our wisdom in our present 
difficulty, and answered it is to hold fast 
for the fall has passed and we have about 
reached the equilibrium. It would be 
foolish to go through another rub when 
we have reached a comfortable state of 
things. We have nothing to fear but a 
decreasing output of gold aud there is no 
chance of that. We have now only oc- 
casion for longer confidence and our 
burden will be greatly lifted. 


Dr. Bascom answered a good number of 


questions and was tendered a vote of 
thanks. The board decided to discuss 
"Our national bank system" at its next 
meeting, the date for which is not set.

FOR A FORT MASSACHUSETTS MONU- 


MENT FORTY YEARS AGO. 


Forty years ago one A. H. Morris wrote 


for the TRAXSOKIPT a series of articles 
called '-Interesting Facts in the Early 
History of North Adams." One of the 
,.H'e es .vas concerning Fort Massachu 
setts, its history and traditions concern- 
ing it. The article was written with a 
jtot \H!U« of the historical old fort, and 
an eloquent appreciation of the toil and 
sacrifice that had reared and sustained it. 


The article closes with an appeal that 


a monument might be erected on the site 
of the fort, and those words written 
nearly halj a century ago are so forceful 
and timely now in view of the organiza- 
tion of the Fort Massachusetts Historical 
society with its laudaule purpose of 
marking in fitting manner this historical 
spot, that we want to repeat the TEAS. 
SCRIPT'S own printed words with their 
Inspiration for the present cause. 


"A suitable monument ought to be 


erected on the site of Fort Massachusetts— 
a shaft of the marble quarried in town, 
or some other enduring atone. The fear- 
lut hardships there endured, the cool cou- 
rage manifested, and the glowing patriot 
ism which animated the bosoms of the 
early pioneers, merits as hearty an ac. 
knowledgement from us, who are enjoy- 
ing the frnits of their toils and sacrifices^ 
as any of the exploits of our revolutionary 
fathers. But for the frontier flghtiug of 
the French and Indian wars, indeed, 
there would have been no officers and 
fcoldiers trained for the Revolutionary 
struggle. Fort Massachusetts and other 
early defences were primary schools for 
the troops at Bunker Hill and Bennlng- 
ton. 


'•We learn that there was considerable 


talk of a monument on the stle of Fort 
Massachusetts, during the ministry of 
Bev. John Alden in this village—he took 
a deep interest in the matter. Consent 
was cheerfully given by the owner of the 
land; a subscription was started and par 
tially filled up; several drafts of a monu- 
ment w«re made—one by Phineas Conei 
tenior, of Williamstown, now deceased, a 
very ingenious architect; but the enter- 
prise fell through, we are told, partly in 
consequence of bitter opposition, to any 
movement which should tend to invest 
with glory the subjects ot tbe British 
government! This was a piece of narrow- 
mindedness only equalled by the old 
curmudgeon who refused to give anything 
after hearing a most eloquent and touch- 
ing charity sermon, because he belonged 
in another parish! 
When monuments 


and statues are so thickly set up for every 
in port ail t local event and every supposed- 
to-be great man in our country, the site 
of old Fort Massachusetts certainly du- 
serves to be marked by something mor- 
substantial than a sapling tree, which a 
mischievous ox or a petty insect may ruin 
at any time. Let us join together and 
build there a handsome monument, to 
point out the glorious spot to the multi- 
tude of travellers who shall yet pass it on 
their railway route via 
the Hoosac 


tunnel."

Tho hoaso committee, in 1834, report- 


ed: "Tho desideratum in the monetary 
system is n standard of uniform value. 
Wa canuot nstt-rtain that both metals 
have ever circulated simultaneously, 
concurrently and indiscriminately in 
any country where there aro banks or 
money dealers, and we entertain tho 
conviction that the nearest approach to 
an invariable standard is its establish- 
ment in one metal, which metal shall 
compose exclusively the currency for 
large payments." 


Andrew Jackson, in 1836, wrote: 


"Thero is 110 fraud in gold. It is un- 
changeable and will do its office every- 
where and at all times. Labor imparts 
an invariable value to it." 


Beiitou, in 1834, said in debate: "It 


[pold] has an intrinsic value, whieb 
gives it currency nil over the world to 
the fnll amount of that value without 
regard to law or circumstances. It has 
a xiuiforuiity of value which makes it 
the safest standard of value of property 
which the wisdom of man has yet dis- 
covered. Ita superiority over all other 
money gives to its possessor the choice 
and command of all other money." 


Follo-wiug this debate the act called 


the "administration gold bill," in- 
tended to put the country on a single 
gold standard, was passed, 145 to 36 iu 
tho house and 3d to 7 in the senate, and 
signed by Andrew Jackson, president. 


The hou?e committee, in 1853, report- 


ed : ' 'Gold is the only standard of valne 
by which all property is now measured. 
It is virtually the only Currency of the 
country. We desire to have the standard 
currency to consist of e°ld only, and 
that these silver coins ehall be entirely 
subservient to it, and that tiiey shall be 
used rather as tokens than as standard 
coins." 


"For Capita." 


It is more money the Bryaniteswant. 
Now, which nations have the most 


money—those with the gold standard 
or those with the silver standard? 


The silverites are fond of talking 


about per capita circulation. 


Under free coinage of both gold and 


silver the United States had a per cap- 
ita circulation in 1800 of $4.99, in 
1883 of $8.00, in 1852 of $14.68, iu 
1872 of §18.19. In 1894 we had a per 
capita of §24.38; in 1896 we have one 
of $21.10. 


Tbe per capita circulation of the 


world is about $5.15. 


The per capita of the gold standard 


countries is §18. 


The per capita of the silver standard 


countries is nearly $4.30. 


The gold standard countries have a 


per capita of silver alone of $5.4Q. 


The silver standard countries have a 


per capita of silver of $2.33, the rest of 
their small circulation being mainly de- 
preciated paper. 


The gold standard countries, with. 


less than one-third of the world's popu- 
lation, have very nearly two-thirda of 
the world's currency circulation. 


And yet Mr. Bryan would take tho 


United States from the gold standard 
and place it upon the silver standard.—

Australia. While wool is no higher, 
holders have bold enough to render 
them indifferent to immediate business, 
and are holding stocks for full figures. 
\^ hile new orders for iron and steel 
pi oducts are not being placed freely, 
they would be if makers would accept 
current quotations for 189T delivery. 
Southern pig is 25 cents higher, and, 
notwithstanding the growing export 
trade in iron and steel has been checked 
by higher ocean freight rates and out 
pi ices by German steel makers, it is 
anticipated that within three weeks 
the domestic demand will meet ex- 
pi ctatlons. 


Burdening Tendency in Money Market. 
Unfavorable weather early in the 


week was more effective than usual in 
depressing general trade, owing to 
lurht interior stocks and merchants 
being in the habit of ordering for Im- 
mediate wants only. A hardening ten- 
dency in money emphasised the situa- 
tion. Mercantile collections continue 
difficult to make, except in the larger 
spring wheat states and adjacent terri- 
tory, where collections have been easier 
rm the advance in and free shipments 
oi wheat. Cotton goods continue in 
jnsatibfaetory 
demand. 
Mills are 


running on full time, but stocks tend 
to increase again, as jobbers and other 
wholesalers are slow to pay the ad- 
vii nee asked while having lower-priced 
stacks on hand. Depression in woolen 
goods continues, the mills running be- 
ing on part time or on samples. Prices 
fontinue the upward tendency of sev- 
ei al weeks past, shoes, leather, south- 
ei n pig iron, wheat, wheat flour, 
tinned goods, Indian corn, oats, pork, 
oott'ee and print cloths being higher, 
petroleum lower, and cotton, anthra- 
cite coal, lumber, sugar and various 
finished products of iron and steel un- 
cl.anged. 
Speculative Interest* Awaiting Election. 


Speculative interests in the New 


York stock market show a g-eneral dis- 
pi .siition to curtail engagements pend- 
ing the election.

night ha was assassinated in Ford's 
theatre, this city, was the subject of 
a controversy in the district courts 
which ended yesterday afternoon in a 
judgment for the custodian of the 
museum of Lincoln relics contained hi 
the house where the martyred presi- 
4ent died. The evidence in the case 
disclosed these Tfacts: The hat, now a 
rusty beaver, was presented by Mrs. 
Lincoln to the Bev. Dr. Pblneas D. 
CJurley, then pastor of New York

preached the sermon at the funeral of 
the dead president. After Dr. Gurley's 
death the hat was placed on exhibition 
by his son in the patent office, whence 
it disappeared after some years.

was next seen in the Smithsonian mu- 
seum without the card stating that it 
was a loan from the Gurley estate At 
that time it was seen by representa- 


! tives of the Gurley estate, but they 
made no effort to reclaim it, until some 
years later, whan it had been trans- 
ferred to the Lincoln Relic museum. 
Judge Cole held that this delay was 
fatal to the GUI leys, under the opera- 
tion of the statute of limitations; 
that having then failed to assert title 


j they could not now do so.

NEW YORK EXCISE LAW.

In determing the distance 
of one-fourth of a mile, the prohibition 
limit, the department nolds that the 
measurement must be taken by an air 
line from the polling place to a saloon 
and not by the way of roadways and 
streets between the two places.

GOLD IN THE TRANSVAAL. 


Moire of the Yellow Metal Vnmined Than 


Now In <J» Throughout the World. 
Washington, Oct. 17.—There is more 


gold in the Transvaal fields ready to 
be mined than the amount now in use 
throughout the world, according to 
Dr. George F. Becker, the chief expert 
of the United States geological survey, 
its regards precious metals, who has 
recently returned from Johannesburg 
where his exhaustive investigations 
were in progress at the time of John 
Hay Hammond's trial.

-Gen. Miles, commanding, shows 
that 8,289 enlisted men of the army are 
now receiving increased pay under the 
service act. From this it appears that 
but one man has served forty years, 
that there are six men who have had 
35 years service, thirteen have had 30 
years, 335 had 25 years, 425 had 20 
years, 1,023 had 15 years, 3,137 had 10 
years and 3,451 had 5 years. A steady 
decrease of fraudulent

since the law of 1893 is shown. In 
1893 
these were 301, in 1894, 253; in 


1895, 
147, and in 1896 the numben 


fell to 84. Discharges by favor havu 
also decreased over 30 per cent, in the 
past year. The number of desertion.) 
was 1,835, an increa&e of 100 over the 
number reported for the last year. 
This represents 5. 46 per cent, of the 
enlisted strength. Concerning these 
desertions, Gen. Buggies says 60 pei 
cent, ol the whole number deserted dur- 
ing their first year of service. These 
men may be generally classed as rest 
less or, perhaps, congenitally so, una 
ble to withstand the monotony of a 
regular life and mildest discipline, 
In cases of older soldiers who desert 
the incentive is likely to be found in 
some local entanglement.

of desertion is, therefore, not alto- 
gether in the service, for it is part oi 
human nature. Its absolute eradica< 
tion cannot be hoped for.
